Mofifow, Sept. 19 ( Al*)— The German armit** besieg­ 
ing 
Kiev 
have penetrated as far as one gate of the 
I kraine capital after fierce fighting in the past few days, 
the Soviet Bureau of Information announced early today. 
The Soviets said the Germans threw fresh units into 
the tight and succeeded in piercing Russian defense lines 
in one seel or. 
l ighting continued along the entire front, the com­ 
munique said. 
In a recapitulation of air losses, the announcement 
added that the Germans lost 112 planes on September It* 
while the Russians lost onlv 29.
